What mattered to an carly 
Christian was the group of cye- 
witnesses and Inspired teachers. 
The Apostles who had known 
the Lord, their followers. and 
helpers and friends’... Peter, 
John, Paul, Mark, Luke, and 
others: ke them, 


These were the authorities, the 
puardians of a well-kept tradi- 
tior.- 


No Preof?- 


Let us look at the men who 
wrote the. Gospels. Who 
were they? How reliable was 
thls Apostolic tradition “they 
drew on? And above all 
when did they write? 


The last question {s, In a way, 
the most Important of all, The 
date of the Gospels is the key- 
stone of the arch. If they ‘are 
not the work of first-century 
authors, but of forgers many 
years later, then no amount of 
incidental support can make 
them look trustworthy, because 
“they are too remote from the 
events and fundamentally bogus. 


Reallsing this, the critics of 
Christianity in our  great- 
grandparents’ day concentrated 
thelr five on the date problem: 
They stressed that we had no 
original manuscripts, and said 
there was no proof that first- 
century originals ever existed. 


For a while it looked to many 
as if they had carried thelr 
point, and. the Gospels had 
teally been exposed ay fabrica- 
tlons. 


Little by littic, however, it 
turned out that the point had 
not been carried. The twenticth 
century hns been n time of con- 
dinuous retreat by the critics, 

But the crucial 
question WHEN? 
ean sull usefully 
be “asked, As oo 
step towards 
answering It, con- 
sider St John, and 
follow a strange 
thread that leads 
from Galilee ta 
Manchester, . 


John, a fisher- 
man, . appears In 
“the. Gospels as flery 
and impatlent, with 
a deep personal at-. 
tachment to Jesus. 

He lived on till nearly A.D. 100. 

According to’ tradition, . the 
Fourth Gosvel is a collectlon of 
his meditations and = remini- 
scences dictated in old age and 
put together by ao friend. 


Its Enough 


This Gospel docs differ n good 


deal from the others, nnd does- 


look as it It were later, For 

ny years it was the trump 
card of sceptics. It “could not 
have been written by John” . . 
it “was obvioualy composed 
about the year 2001 


They were wrong. ‘ 


In tho John Rylands Librury 
at Manchester Is a scrap of 
papyrus dating from the reign 
of the Emperor Hadrian, per- 
haps os carly as A.D. 120.,0n 
it is part of the eighteenth 
chapter of the Fourth Gospel. 


This frall shredcof matter ts 
enough in Itself to upsct 
every attack on the S 
authealicity. 


If St John's Gospel “was 
known and copled so carly there 
:ls no reason. why it should not 
‘actually ‘bo his work, ~ 


If “John”. was written 
towards ,the tum of the first 
century then "Matthew," . 
“Mark,” and “Luke,” which arc 
earlier, were written well back 
the samo century, .

Arid whether they were or not, 
they were -written when cye- 
witnesses were still allve and 
availuble;; when the records of 
the young Chureh were intact;

Inter than 85; John not later

There is, of course, other 
evidence besides that papyrus, 
Quatations from the Gospels 
have been Identified in other 
boaks which are known to be 
erly, so that the Gorpels them~ 
igelves must be even cariler. 


Complete manuscript coples 
exist golng back much further 
In time ‘than tho oldest copies 
of'most other. ancient books, 
and there Is no ,trace at, any 
singe of serious tampering. 


The Codex Sinniticus ‘in the 
British Muscum, which cost the 
Government £100,000, carrics us 
back a long way. Yet other 
texty carry us back further still, 
centuries further, elear across 
the Dark Ages Into the late sun- 
shine .of the ‘Roman Empire— 
and Ghonys the story the 
same, 


‘The Words 


What about the quality of 
the information? John, to 
begin with, gives us the words 
of an Apostle, one of the closest 
to Jesus of the Twelve. We could 
hardly ask for more. However, 
we get more. The next figure 
who, needa looking at is a 
surprising one—Peter. 


The chicf of the Apostles, 
Peter governed the Church from 
Antloch and later 
from Rome, where 
he ewas cruelficd 
upside down by 
Emperor Nero. In 
the course of. his 
. travels he acquir- 
- ed an interpreter 
named: Mark, and 
this | Interpreter 
wrote the Second 
Gospel, It is almost 
certainly a collec 
tlon of stories told 
_ by Peter. 


So Mark takes 

us close -to the 

very fountainhead, to the chief 

of the Apostics himself. In 

effect his Gospel ls St Peter's 

Gospel. We could hardly hope to 

get nearer the source than that. 

Mark’s Gospel is the oldest, 

and Matthew and -Luke copy 
from it, : 


Luko's case is interesting. He 
wos a Gentile doctor “and ao 
follower of St Paul, and he 
wrote the Acts, He approaches 
his task in a Greek rather than 
a Jewish spirit, imitating ,the 
methods of the Greek historians, 
and quoting dates, places, and 
names to put his story In its 
historical setting. - 


No Real Gap 


Moat convincing of oll, per- 
haps, is the way he gives his
